The Eternal Stands

ID YOU ever stop to think what would 
y happen if there were no fear, no fear at 
all in the world? We seem to find so 
many things to fear: sickness, poverty, lack of 
friends. Sometimes it almost seems that we go out 
of our way to hunt up things to be afraid of. 

In some such mood, restless and troubled in 
mind, I picked up my Bible one day to look for 
something to hold to, some sort of anchor. | 
found it in the 93d Psalm—somehow the Psalms 
hold the answer to most of life’s problems. Listen: 

“Thou hast steadied and settled the world, thy 

throne stands firm from of old... 
High above . . . the Eternal stands supreme.” 

Steadied. Settled. Firm. It did something to me. 
That was it, What did I, what does anyone need 
but just that, the steadying hand of God? 

I like that word “steadied.” It holds so much 
meaning. When a thing is steadied, it is stable, 
constant, unchangeable, sound. It starts me think- 
ing of a world that God has steadied and settled; 
then of what I can do in the steadying process. 

In my own little world I can get right to work 
and help. If we, you and I, can steady and settle 
our individual world, we shall have taken a long 
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step toward world stability and equilibrium. 

Co-operating with God, we can do just that! 

Think of it! What if every single individual 
would try, really try, to steady and settle his own 
life, right where he is now. What if only the 
church members would try, or if just the Truth 
students would try! It seems to me that the impact 
of the thoughts and acts of these persons, even 
the smallest group, would be felt around the 
world. 

As this line of thought presented itself, I 
seemed to run across so many ideas in the Bible 
akin to it. There is the verse we know so well: 
“There is no power but of God.” 

No power but of God! 

Let us stop a moment and think about that, Let 
us quiet adverse thoughts, still them for a little. 

Now, there is no power but of God. 

Believe it, Just be quiet, and believe it, That 
is our part, to believe, and to leave the working 
out of things to God who is all power. 

“Be not . . . shaken in mind, or be troubled,” 
we are told, and many times Jesus said, “Fear 
not.” He knew the human mind so well. Fear 
not! Is not that message for us too? 

How are we to stop being afraid? The best way 
I have found, the only way, is to center the atten- 
tion upon God and wait. Our individual part is 
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the calm, untroubled waiting. It is called faith. 


God's part is the doing. 

Can we trust Him to do His part? 

“But high above . . . the Eternal stands 
supreme.” 


Over all our mistakes, over all the misunder- 
standings and discord and fear, the Eternal stands. 

The Eternal stands. The present tense. Not 
back in Bible times, not in the future: now. 

God, all power—for “there is no power but of 
God'’—stands supreme. He stands firm, steady- 
ing, settling all our affairs, 

“Have no fear, stand firm and watch how the 
Eternal will deliver you to-day.” 

Let us turn them over to Him, all the fears 
and failures and bewilderments. Let us wait calm- 
ly and quietly for the steadying hand of God.

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Silent Unity’s Word to You: 
Meditation

ILENT UNITY receives letters from many 
S friends who say that they do not under- 


stand what is meant by meditation, or that 
they have not learned how to meditate effectively. 
First let us remember that meditation is nothing 
mysterious or difficult. Meditation is simply a con- 
sideration or contemplation of certain spiritual 
truths while the thoughts of the mind are stilled 
to other activity. 

Jesus Christ emphasized the importance of fre- 
quent meditation. He often went into places of 
solitude for communion with the Father, Silent 
Unity too spends much time in silent prayer and 
communion. Besides the special group prayer serv- 
ices conducted daily, every worker devotes a 
period of time each day to solitary meditation. 

When you are ready to begin your period of 
meditation, choose a comfortable chair in which 
you can fully relax your body. Sit down and be- 
come quiet, close your eyes and ears and your 
senses to everything except the fact that God is 
present in you. Put out of your mind all thought 
of the day’s problems. Say to all disquieting 
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thoughts, ‘Peace, be still,” until you are perfectly 
relaxed and peaceful in mind, body, and soul. 

At first you may have to make a definite effort 
to “feel inward,” that is, to become aware of the 
Christ Spirit in you, but the more quiescent you 
become in His presence the greater will be your 
realization. After a few moments of complete 
mental and physical stillness you will be aware 
of the light of Spirit flooding your consciousness, 
inspiring your mind, uplifting your soul, and 
blessing you with wonderful new ideas. The more 
earnestly you seek the presence of Christ in you 
and reflect on His nature during these periods of 
silence the greater will be your peace, the more 
satisfying your revelation, and the more profitable 
the time you spend in meditation. 

The purpose of meditation is to release our 
latent forces, to call into activity our spiritual 
powers, to lift our thoughts until we are aware of 
our complete oneness with the Infinite. Medita- 
tion is the practical means by which we fulfill the 
command of Jesus Christ “Seek ye first his king- 
dom,” which is deep within our own being. We 
meditate in order to become more fully ac- 
quainted with our true self, the Christ Spirit in- 
dwelling in us, and because we desire to hear the 
“still small voice,” God’s word of counsel. 

God cannot speak to us until we are ready to 
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listen, until we have emptied our mind and heart 
of all the disturbing thoughts that may be clamor- 
ing for attention, As we subject all our thoughts 
to the love, peace, faith, and joy of Christ they 
are lifted up and transformed by His Spirit in us. 
We do not meditate to gain power and success 
in material things but to gain spirituality and a 
deep understanding of Being, the acquiring of 
which gives a new meaning to the concepts of 
power and success. However it is a noticeable fact 
that we experience increasing good in our life and 
affairs in proportion as we become aware of our 
Christ self and live from within outward. We 
cannot long practice prayer or meditation and 
spiritual living without seeing our new way of 
life result in greater material blessings. 
Experience has proved that there is a definite 
healing force released through meditation. You 
cannot sit in quiet reverence before the throne of 
the indwelling Christ without feeling the life that 
pulses from it to every part of your being. Neither 
can you bring into the silence with you any prob- 
lem that has eluded solution or any situation that 
needs harmonizing without receiving divine guid- 
ance, help, and inspiration to handle it in such 
a way that you and any others who are concerned 
will be blessed. Truly meditation is healing. 
The results that we obtain from meditation are 





always dependent upon the strength and sincerity 
of the affirmations we make during this period of 
deliberation. We make affirmations so that our 
consciousness may be lifted to behold in mani- 
festation whatever we affirm. After we have made 
positive, constructive statements to quicken our 
awareness of good, we must then follow 
through by doing whatever seems indicated in 
the outer to bring our words into fulfillment. 

We can always trust God to do His part when 
we do ours. Our prayers are answered, our good 
is revealed, our blessings come in abundance when 
we make ourselves, our thoughts, our very being 
one with God, the source, Whatever we harbor 
in the innermost recesses of our being, what we 
think, feel, and affirm will inevitably, by the un- 
failing law of creation, take shape in our outward 
life, “Thou shalt also decree a thing, and it shall 
be established unto thee.” 

When we have prayed for and affirmed some- 
thing that we need or desire, we should immedi- 
ately thank God for it just as if it were already 
ours, as indeed it is in Spirit. In acknowledging 
and rejoicing that our prayers are answered, we 
can do no better in closing our meditation than 
to use the words of Jesus: “Father, I thank thee 
that thou heardest me. And I knew that thou 
hearest me always.”

Archimedes told the Greeks that if he only had a ful- 
crum on which to rest his lever he could move the world.

The fulcrum is God. With human hands we cannot 
move the stone of hate and selfishness and fear, but 
with the lever of prayer turning on the fulcrum of God 
we can move the world itself.

All over the world they are learning that they have 
access to infinite wisdom, power, and love, for they are 
learning the truth that God is in them and that they are 
sons of God. They are learning that God's help is 
instantly available. What this means for the future of 
the race can scarcely be conjectured. But certainly we 
are on the threshold of a new era in human progress. 
As man has already progressed materially, so we are now 
going to witness mental and spiritual progress. 

Doubt and defeatism? Rather faith and thanksgiving. 
No man or combination of men can overthrow this 
civilization. Look about you at what mankind is achiev- 
ing and you will have no doubt as to where it is going. 
Mankind is going forward. 

Men are being set free—from toil, from poverty, from 
disease, from superstition, from war, above all, from 
their own limitations. Men are achieving their heritage as 
sons of God. We are members of a great race, a great 
brotherhood. Let each one of us in his heart declare: 
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“I am proud to be a member of a progressive human 
brotherhood. I have risen through centuries of darkness 
toward the light, through centuries of brutality toward 
humanity. Now I have faith in my divine destiny. 

“Gaining new powers, material and spiritual, I press 
forward toward a surer freedom, a larger justice, a 
kindlier way of life. 

“I am a son of the living God.” . . . 

Wars do not go on forever. Conquerors and kings 
appear and in a little while are dust. Recurring spring 
soon greens the fields they fought upon. Soon this 
present fighting will be over and the lights will go up 
again in the cities and in the hearts of men.
